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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 6 July 2004, 16 April 2004, 16 
March 2004 is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Warmack (US 
2002/0161701 Al). 

Claims 1,3-4, 7-9, and 12: Warmack teaches a method comprising 

identifying a payment account identifier (i.e., "This scanner/terminal identifies the card 

and transmits the particular numerical representation to the credit card host ..." paragraph 12, 

lines 5+); 

identifying a first authorization request involving the payment account identifier, the first 
authorization request was declined for a transaction (paragraph 12, lines 9-17); and 

creating a manual authorization record associated with the payment account identifier and 
the transaction using information from the first authorization request, the manual authorization 
record allowing approval of a second authorization request involving the payment account 
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identifier and the transaction (i.e., . . that alerts the main credit card owner of any and all 
financial transactions the occur with the owner's particular card. Such a system will allow the 
owner of the particular card the chance to accept, deny, or flag the particular transaction." 
paragraphs 13, 25, 1 1-25, and 34-49). 

Re claims 2 and 1 1 : Warmack teaches the payment account identifier is associated with a 
purchasing card issued to a purchasing entity (i.e., the card owner) having a program 
administrator (i.e., the card owner) (paragraphs 13, 25, 1 1-25, and 34-49). 

Re claims 4-5 and 13-14: Warmack teaches the payment account identifier is associated 
with at least one of account-level (i.e., the card owner's level) authorization control (paragraphs 
12-13 and 23). 

Re claims 6 and 15: Warmack teaches that the card owner has a means to respond to each 
and every transaction so as to provide verification for the credit card owner and to provide a 
limited time to the card owner to cancel, accept, deny any credit card transaction electronically 
(paragraphs 13 and 23), which the manual-authorization-record/transaction created by the card 
owner (at the later time for example) can override the previously cancelled or denied transaction 
by the card owner. 

Re claim 10: Warmack teaches an apparatus comprising 

a processor (a processing network; paragraph 12); and 

a memory (database/databank; paragraphs 37-40) in communication with the processor 
and storing instructions for operating the processor to: 

receive an authorization request message, the authorization request message identifying a 
payment account and terms of a transaction (paragraphs 12-13); 
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declining the authorization request message based on a failure of the terms to comply 
with one or more account limitations associated with the payment account (paragraphs 12-13); 

establishing a manual authorization record including information from the first 
authorization request message; and 

authorizing a subsequent authorization request message associated with the payment 
account by comparing terms of a subsequent transaction with the manual authorization record 
(that the card owner has a means to respond to each and every transaction so as to provide 
verification for the credit card owner and to provide a limited time to the card owner to cancel, 
accept, deny any credit card transaction electronically (paragraphs 13 and 23), which the manual- 
authorization-record/transaction created by the card owner (at the later time for example) can 
override the previously cancelled or denied transaction by the card owner.)
